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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Species E (Claims 43-55) in Paper No. 10 
is acknowledged. 

Specification 

2. A substitute specification and the claims is required pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .125(a) 
because there are 30 pages of amendments to the specification which need to be 
entered.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 
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3. Claims 43-55 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by US 
Pub No. US 2002/0087179 A1 to Gulp et at. 

Gulp teaches a control center and a plurality of coupling devise 43 and 47 tinat connect 
the central with the surgical devices to be used with the system; the control center 
comprises of a dive unite, a signal output device, a first and second control unit; the 
control switch associated with each hand held surgical device 33 and 39. The surgical 
system further includes a perfusion suction-coupling unit 45.
